When you return from abroad 
you have to declare all the items 
purchased or acquired abroad. 

F you have not made re-entry, 
and declaration within the 
preceding 30 days you geet a 
$100 exemption. 

Technically, you are 
to make a verbal declaration if 
you have not purchased or 
acquired items in excess of $100. 
If somebody gives you a present 
while you are abroad this is an 
acquisition and must be 
declared. Fill out the simple 
declaration form, anyway, be- 
cause it will save lots of time at 
the customs inspection point 
and eliminate a lot of questions. 

This I have found to be true if* 
you are returning from Europe 
or the Far East. The stewardess 
distributes these forms during 
the return flight so you have lots 
of time to finish the simple 
form. 

My advice is to declare every* 
purchase and acquisition that 
accompanies you in writing and 
show the amount you paid. 
. Carry receipts on your person in '. 
cape the inspector wants to see 
them. Try to have all yoUr 
acquisitions in one place rather 
than scattered trhough several 
pieces of luggage. 

Should the declaration exceed 
$100, the inspector will automa- 
tically apply your exemption to 
articles with the highest rate of 
duty and charge you for the 
lowest rated items. These 
fellows will try to charge you . 
the least possible amount IF 
• you are honest and cooperative. 
BUT, if you conveniently fail to 
declare i something . and he 
discovers it, be prepared for a . 
time-consuming search and the 
application of the highest rates, 
perhaps even penalty rates. 

For returning families; the 
head of the family can make a 
single declaration including 
household members who ac- 
company him) thus the $100 
exemptions are also pooled, as 
are the family purchases, and 
acquisitions.
